HOW  TO  GROW  HOLLYHOCKS. 

Hollyhocks  succeed  nicely  in  almost  any  good  garden 
soil  that  is  well  drained  and  thoroughly  manured.  The 
seed  is  sown  either  in  the  spring  or  late  summer.  In  the 
spring  the  seed  is  sown  in  pots  or  shallow  boxes,  and  the 
young  plants  cared  for  the  same  as  recommended  for 
asters.  In  July  or  August  the  seed  can  be  planted  di- 
rectly in  a  nicely  prepared  bed  in  the  garden,  and  good 
plants  be  obtained  for  the  next  season's  blooming.  For 
the  best  results  the  young  plants  should  be  transplanted 
several  times  before  being  placed  in  the  beds  where  they 
are  permanently  to  remain.  A  stiff  stake  will  be  requisite 
for  each  plant,  and  it  should  he  placed  in  position  before 
injury  is  caused  by  rou<rh  wind.  After  the  llowering  sea- 
son is  over,  the  plants  should  be  cut  down  to  about  eifrht 
inches  from  the  ground,  and  at  the  approach  of  cold 
weather  well  protected  for  the  winter  with  plenty  of 
strawy  manure  or  other  coarse  material.

HOW  TO  GROW  ASTERS       *  commence  making  plantings  of  the  seed  in  February,  and  con- 

•  tinue  every  ten  days  or  two  weeks  until  into  June,  in  order  that 
I  may  have  flowers  throughout  the  season.  For  the  best  results  the  seed  should  be  sown  in  shallow  boxes, 
in  the  greenhouse  or  sunny  window;  cover  lightly  with  fine  soil,  and  keep  moderately  moist  until  the 
plants  are  well  up,  then  transplant  into  small  pots,  or  set  the  plants  three  inches  apart  in  shallow  boxes. 
This  will  give  you  good  stocky  plants  that  will  immediately  start  a  strong  growth  when  planted  in 
the  garden.  As  soon  as  the  weather  is  warm  and  settled  the  plants  should  be  set  in  the  open 
ground,  in  rows  or  in  beds,  as  the  cultivator  may  prefer,  but  in  either  case  the  plants  should  be  set  at  least 
one  foot  apart  each  way.  If  the  weather  is  dry  when  the  plants  are  set  out,  they  must  be  watered  until 
they  become  thoroughly  established  in  their  new  position.  Keep  the  soil  loose  and  free  from  weeds,  and 
when  the  plants  are  about  two  thirds  grown,  they  should  be  tied  up  to  stakes.  A  rich,  loamy  soil  is  the 
best  for  asters,  and  as  the  roots  are  produced  near  the  surface,  a  mulching  of  rotten  manure  is  very  bene- 
ficial.   I  earnestly  advise  all  to  plant  generously  of  these  magnificent  annuals.

HOW  TO  HDOW  PANQIF<*     In  regard  to  the  cultivation  of  the  pansy,  I  usually  begin  making 
iivjw    i  \j  vJiv."  ™  r-^ixoico.   piantings  of  the  seed  early  in  February,  and  continue  at  intervals 

through  the  season.  The  young  plants  are  treated  the  same  as  described  for  asters,  and  are  transplanted  into 
beds  in  the  garden  as  soon  as  the  ground  becomes  dry  and  warm.  Set  the  plants  at  least  one  foot  apart  each 
way,  more  space  is  better  than  less,  and  water  thoroughly  in  dry  weather.  Pick  off  the  buds  as  soon  as  they 
appear,  during  the  summer  months,  which  will  cause  the  plants  to  grow  bushy  and  compact,  and  bloom  pro- 
fusely during  the  late  autumn  and  early  spring  months.  For  late  or  early  spring  flowering,  sow  the  seed  in 
August,  and  plant  out  into  beds  in  October.  Cover  the  plants  during  the  winter  with  evergreen  boughs  or 
other  coarse  material.  The  pansy  delights  in  a  deep,  moist,  cool  soil,  enriched  with  plenty  of  well-decayed 
cow  manure ;  a  partially  shaded  situation  is  best  for  pansies.  They  will  not  do  well  under  trees,  but  in  some 
location  where  the  sun  strikes  only  part  of  each  day  the  most  satisfactory  results  can  be  obtained.

This  little  wonder,  like  the  original  "White"  Cupid  (see  next  page),  hails  from  Califor- 
nia, having  been  discovered  by  C.  C.  Morse  &  Co.,  to  whom  Mr.  Burpee  paid  fifteen  hun= 
dred  dollars  cash  for  the  exclusive  ownership  when  there  were  only  1060  seeds  in  existence. 
It  is  not  a  sport  from  the  original  White  Cupid,  but  an  actual  departure  from  its  parent,  the 
tall  Blanche  Ferry.  In  habit  and  manner  of  growth  it  is  strictly  a  Cupid,  spreading  from  the 
root,  from  a  foot  to  eighteen  inches  around,  growing  from  six  to  eight  inches  high,  and 
shooting  up  stems  about  six  inches  long,  which  bear,  in  full  bloom  at  once,  from  three  to 
four  handsome  blossoms,  all  borne  close  to  the  end  of  the  stem. 

Is  undoubtedly  THE  /Novelty  for  1898. 

The  standard  of  the  flower  is  wide,  not  infrequently  measuring  an  inch  and  a  half,  but 
not  over  an  inch  high,  being  developed  latterly.  It  usually  curves  over  a  trifle  from  the  top, 
partly  concave,  which  gives  the  standard  a  distinct  shell-shaped  appearance.  The  standard 
is  a  bright  rose-pink,  while  the  wings  are  pure  white  or  light  pink.  The  wings  are  very 
large  and  finely  formed ;  when  pressed  back  against  the  standard  they  extend  fully  a  quarter 
of  an  inch  beyond  it. 

The  substance  of  the  blossom  is  peculiarly  heavy  and  it  will  appear  fresh  and  vigorous 
in  a  glass  of  water  long  after  its  long-stemmed  parent  has  withered  and  died.  The  plant 
itself  is  vigorous  and  hardy,  and  you  will  find  Burpee's  PINK  Cupid  easy  to  grow  any= 
where.

HOW  TO  GROW  SWEET  PEAS.  It  is  now  universally  conceded  that  the  sweet  pea 
is  one  of  the  most  desirable  annuals  in  cultivation.  Its  delicate  fragrance,  beautiful  form, 
and  variety  of  coloring,  make  it  a  favorite  with  the  florist ;  while  its  easy  culture  and  long 
continuance  of  blooming  make  secure  its  cultivation  in  every  flower  garden.  The  seed 
should  be  sown  in  drills,  and  covered  at  least  six  inches  deep.  This  may  be  done  in  two 
ways.  Having  prepared  the  ground  and  made  the  drills  of  the  desired  depth,  we  may  drop 
the  seed  and  draw  into  the  drill  earth  enough  to  cover  the  seed  two  inches  deep ;  as  soon  as 
the  plants  appear  through  this  covering  draw  into  the  drill  two  inches  more  earth ;  and  so  on 
until  the  drill  has  been  filled  up  even  with  the  surface  of  the  ground.  Or,  secondly,  the 
seed  may  be  dropped  and  covered  in  the  usual  manner,  at  a  single  operation.  The  surface  of 
the  ground  sometimes  becomes  dry  and  hard  just  as  the  young  plants  are  about  to  appear; 
especially  so  after  a  shower  followed  by  a  hot  sun.  Unless  some  means  is  taken  to  prevent 
this,  a  great  many  of  the  young  plants  will  fail  to  break  through  the  soil,  and  those  annoying 
"  gaps  "  will  appear  in  the  rows.  A  slight  raking  just  as  the  plants  are  breaking  ground 
will  prevent  this,  and  also  kill  any  small  weeds  that  may  have  started.  Sweet  Peas  should 
be  bushed  almost  as  soon  as  they  are  well  up.  Birch  brush,  the  same  as  we  use  for  tall 
growing  garden  peas,  is  good  for  this  purpose.  Wire  hen  netting  makes  a  very  desirable 
trellis  for  them  to  run  upon,  and  is  very  neat.  Whatever  they  are  trained  upon  must  be 
very  firmly  secured  in  position,  so  that  the  vines,  when  fully  grown,  will  not  be  blown  down. 
Sweet  Peas  are  very  easily  grown  and,  if  the  above  directions  for  their  culture  are  followed, 
I  think  no  one  will  fail  to  have  success  with  this  favorite  flower.  But  before  leaving  this 
subject,  let  me  state  what  I  believe  to  be  the  keynote  of  successful  sweet  pea  culture,  which, 
in  nine  seasons  out  of  ten,  will  give  success;  it  is  short  and  easily  remembered: — Plant 
Deep.  As  regards  the  selection  of  seed  for  planting,  I  have  as  a  rule  found  that  a  choice 
mixture  of  colors  gives  the  best  satisfaction,  and  have  always  taken  the  greatest  pains  to 
have  my  mixture  contain  all  the  desirable  sorts  in  cultivation,  both  new  and  old.  This  year 
my  mixture  is  far  better  than  ever  before,  and  I  feel  confident  that  you  will  be  amply  repaid 
by  planting  my  strain.
